• ' My dear Friends,^ 

IT is especially fbr^your sakea, and primarily for your ser- 
vice, ths^t I |)ubljsh this Mianual of Prayers, fitted to the 
capacitiies of your miiwls, to the nece3sitje$ of your souls, and 
the several conditions and occasions of your live*. Notwith- 
3(ancSng aU ^^^ bool^s of devotion- already extant, many of 
which are very useful and excellent in their fcintfc, aud such 
as I should recowmcnd to you, without offering any other, 
did those with which I am best Satisfied reach as far as I design 
here to go, and did not I think the strain of some too high for 
muhy of ybtt, and the words and expressions of others that I 
hai^ seen in your hands, jtoQ low and flat, ox top obsolete and 
imj^opi^, at)a which will rather offend than edify nuch as have 
their senses better exercised in these mattors; I have come-to 
the resolution of adding my contribution to the common stock: 
yet, not taking upon me so to corredi or censure them that 
have gone before me, as to discourage any from making use 
of those helps which they find agreable to their case* and effi- 
cacioi» to quicken their devotion : but leaving every one to 
consult th^ir owli §ense, and profit, and comfort, m choosing 
and:^kfng what best likies their particular guat, and what 
mofi furthers their pious designs ; and to make what alterations 
also thiy please, even in the ensuing offices, for their own 
sen'ice, if they snail think fit to u«e them at all. 

Nor haVe I such a conceit of any thing that is my own, as 
to suppofe it free from the weakness and defers which I can 

' espy elsewhere; I doubt not but others may find as many 
faulty here: nay, I cannot thmk any thing of this nature to 
be so complete, but tliat the Author himself, in tra^t of time, 
may see reason to add or subtract, to aLer or amend many 
particukrs : indeed, I shall a^ soon expe^to see a shoe 
made' to fit every foot, as a particular form of Prayer exa6lly 
to suit all the circumflances of every soul. 

I caimot undertake that the following Prayers should anfwer 
all the occasions which any one may ever find for prayer : 
hut those that have the spirit of supplication, can tell how 

io 611 up what is wanting ; and ^\xch as I heljj in inost cases. 
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may. help tliemselves in the rest. I am rather apt lo tliink, 
that so many as are here set down, will be censured for nion; 
liian needful; but (it being easy to pare oft') the cenfo: > 
mav let alone what they count superfluous; leaving it to 
(hose that will not disdain its assistance; and I liad ratli^T 
be under an imputation tirom sorae of my neighbours, for hd- 
«)ing mvscif more than I have need, inn work that^niighl iia^'v- • 
been spared, than bc^r the recoilings of my own mind fo; 
negle^ing to impart any thing that I tliought might be (;f unc 
toBierest. 

If any juJge that I migiitbe'ter have left lhi> bvhlnd nv.-, 

not to be seen till 1 should mysc^lf have bjen no more srrn : I 

was once of tlie same mind, and had so conliiuicd ; but Ihit

^me. And if so be I take any way peculiar to myself, I shall 

only allege, that it is but the sa;ne liberty as most wri- v^rs of 

tliis subject have taken. Though I pretend n;^t to set inyseif 

on a level with the noted guides of others' devo'ion, tliat wiih 

good success, and general approbation, ha\c laboure.i th<re- 

in^: yet .when our J.^rd has enjoined the tl/mg to be doiu , 

Without Settling the manner of performance ; even an o. dinar v 

J^an, that -is but conversant in these matters, has room hun.- 

-bly to propose his own expeiience, as long as he assumes not 

^magisterially to impose it upon. his readers; wl.ich, in tJiis 

present undertaking, the Judge of all thoughts knows to be 

far from nunc. 

I name no morning and evening prayers for particular per- 
sons, beeause here are so many oeciisi'onal pra\ers, wliereof 
^^ery one may take their choice from time to tinie, for private', 
"se, accorvling to particular exigences ; andhoides {h(;se for 
i'^nailies may as* fitly serve for the clo:-et, chan'/ing but the 
pural number into the singular. I have rot direcled U> 
conclude the evening devotions w:{h ♦h;; Lo;d\ IVr^v-r; r.ot 
because 1 count it iuipropv^r at that ti.;::: lo L-j used. 
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but because I thiiik we hav3 still a liberty of adding or omit- 
tl;^ jf; and therefpre Ibave pointed to it for one part of the 

: i^i and left it out in the other; -but th^y that are for it, as 
ah appendage to all the prayers used in their houses, may 
make it ko if they please^^ notwithstanding that I shut up some 
of the iamily prayers without it. I make no distin6lion nei-^ 

- ther of ordinary days; for I understand not why tb^ prayer 
that .serves for Monday or Tuesday, should not be as good 
and proper for any other day of the week ; yet I have o&red 
some variety, V that you may take sometimes one form, and 
sometimes another; or some part of this form and some of 
that, as you see occasion,' and shall judge most pertinent. 

Biit Imake a great difference of the qualities of persons, 
^nd states of the soul, ^nd scenes of the life; according to 
whicli, I have distnbuted and suited this offices^here propoled. 
— ^And though it be not needful to adapt a prayer to every 
man's particular employment in the World ; yet no man, (what- 
ever be* his place^or calling) but m^y find many prayers here 
fitted to the condition of his spul, and totlie great emergencies 
of his life. Only I would caution any who need to be so ad- 
vertised, that I do not intend the particular pray-ers entitled 
for such and such persons of partk^ular ranks and stations, as 
their excuse to supersede all praying else, as such persons 
needed to use no other prayers; but those, they may some- 
times add to the rest : and so prudently choosing agreeable 
offices,, and taking this my whole performance, with a little 
of Christian cahdour, and the allowance for common weak- 
ness, I am willing to hope it may not be unacceptable to those 
in my neighbourhood (for whom I am chiefly concerned) as 
coming from one of your acquaintance, my brethren^ and one 
so utterly unacquainted witli the pradtice and the benefit of 
cxfercises of devotion: but that I am able to say somewhat 
from my own experience (and that of many years )*in this way. 
' However sma' 1 (1 must co^nfess) in my piroticieiKy, to what it 
ni'ght have been ; yet the several stages my soul has gone 
througfi ; the .trials and temptations that I have had; the ter- 
rors and perplexities wherewith 1 have grappled; the conflifls 
and troubles of mind that I have lain 'under; the many sin** 

. that I have fallen into, (grievous to myself, and heinous in the 
sicrht of God, though not so scandalous as some others, tolhe 
vietv of the world;) and the escapes that I have made; the 

/>re?ervations and deliverances, the mercies and blessings, 

the revivmgs and comforts, that 1 have fouiid, are so many en- 
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gagements upon me, to do somewhat according to the ability 
which God hath given me, for the direction, the support and 
help of others, that may be in the like condition. And may 
the thiog here done be but well taken by any that fear Goci, 
(the generation of them that seek his hce, and are in love with 
prayer !) I shall then little concern myself what is the resent- 
ment or censure of any one else; whether it be the worldly 
drudge, the sordid earth-worm, that throws prayersout of doors, 
as his interruption and hindrance ; or the dissolute epicure, that 
takes pleasure in nothing but his mire, and shrinks from draw- 
ing to the Holy God, as his hated tafk and torment ; or the 
profane droll, that even laughs his Judge. Eternal in the face, 
and mightily applauds himsdf f\)r daring to make a scorn of 
all that is serious and sacred; or the trifling impertinent, that is 
for all manner of exercises, but only those of religion ; or 
lastly, the formal hyprocrite, that only now and tlien passes a 
slight compliment on the Majesty of heaven, but still mortally 
hates the life and power of godhness. The sense and the sa- 
tis^^on of one pious experienced Christian, that has known 
the Grace of God in truth, is more to me than tlic exceptions 
and the clamours of a thousand such as these . 

If this piece fly further abroad than my first intention ; and 
if others, tliat know nothing of what concerns me, ma\ pick 
out any thing here to furtlier them in the way heavenward, I 
shall liave the more cause then to bless God, for makir.g me. 
such an instnmient of his grace. Yea, where I can but du the 
leafl good to any poor soul, I shall ncit think my labour in 
vain in the Lord. But my great care is for the snuls of whom 
I have the charge; and for the rest of my friends and neigh- 
bours within my reach, whom I have (you know) so much 
and often importuned and called uj)on to give ttiemselves to 
prayer, both in your families, and in ) our retirements every 
day. Not barely to read, or say over so many words of prayer 
(as. if it would presently make all whole and v\dl, only to use 
such and such a form, tliat you thii)k pertinent in your case, 
as a plaister fit for the fore) but do it with a praying heart, 
with a mind intent* upon the work, and spirits engaged in tlie 
service. The reason for which, and the ne- 
cessity of it, witli the lawfulness and expedien- Liberty of 
cy of using forms (especially where other Prayer as- 
abilitiai are wanting) I shall not insist upon it sertcd, Sfc. 
here ; because I have done it already elsewhere. 

Indeed what some talk so much agsinstall Forms of Pi aver,

I think, is as little to be regarded as what others do so bitterly 
inveigh against all prayer that is out ofYeJtm : but irf this matter 
I cannot but inucb approve the temper of an 
an eminent churchman, (afterwards made one Bishop IFit- 
of our Right Rev. Bishops) who in his method ienhall (Enter 
and oj^der for priv^ate devotion tlius freely and into thy Clo- 
moderately gives his sense. , set.) 3d, Edit. 

P. ^2. ' Whether every particular expreffion, or the just 
words before thought, k Iiaply matter not very much : but 
that some lit, significant, proper, and quickening expreffions 
for the several pai-ts and substantial s of my prayer be prepared, 
it is expedient. ' — P. 81. ' Profess myself no whit guilty of 
undervaluing the free effusions of the soul before God (in pri- 
vate especially ) in such expressions as the affeded moved 
mind suggests; or, as the spirit gives utterance. * — P. 284. 
If I am able to pray dtherwise, I shall not haply always see it 
convenient, to use set or composed forms ; for that there 
may be* many particular affefling circumstances in my sins, 
which no form will express so plainly as 1 have need to express 
for tlie moving of my sorrow.' — P. 285. * If I find my heart 
so* composed, that I <lare venture upon what we call a 
convinced prayer, it being of my own invention^ by the as- 
sistance of the Spirit, may more perfe6lly suit my condition 
in all, than one framed by another to my hand.' — ^P. 8 1 . 82. 
Though eonftantly to use that way, may have our devotion 
more slight.and disorderly, through the coldness, dulness, or 
heedlessness of our hearts, or through distradions, incum- 
brances, or like mischiefs : and it may often occasion the 
omission of many necessasy things, through incogrtancy, and 
unavoidable forgetfulness.' — P. 8. ' But whether the words 
in which we utter ourselves, before-thought or sudden, j)ro- 
vided they fitly and reverently express the inward sense of 
our hearts, it matters not, nor is it at all essential to prayer.' — 
P. 81. ' Be die words whose they will, my praying them, (i. e. 
offering them up to God) with a heart suitable to them, hath 
made Uiem as much mine, as if I had invented, contrived, 
dictated, or penned them at first.' 
The manner then of expressing yourselves in my words, or 
in your own, . or others , I leave (as here this author does) at Ii« 
berty : and any helps that I have offered, in the following spe- 
cimens, you may take or refuse, as you see good : only I must 
with all earnestness beseech you to take care, and to make con- 
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science, that the thing be dsuly done, and that heartily, as to 
the Lord : as ever yon hope to reap any real good from the la- 
bours of your ministers, or never to see tl^eir races, or the fiice 
. of God with comfort in that great clay, when we must all give 
up our last accounts, and be nnally determined for our everlaft- 
iiig state. Wliun such as could not be prevailed with to give 
tliemselves to prayer, and to call upon the name of God, now 
in the day of grace, (diis time of mercy) shall with fruidess de- 
sires wisn themselves out of being ; and no less vainly, than 
desperately, call upon rocks and mountains to fall up>n tlicm 
and to hide them from his face, and to save them from nis wrath 
in the day of judgment, that time of recompcnce and fiu-y. — 
And, tlierefore, according to that most cogent admonition of 
tlie author of the Whole Duty of Man, part 5. Se6l. 1 2. ' Let 
' no man that professes himself a Christian, keep so hcathenifh 
' a family, as not to see that God be daily worshipped in it.* 
To whidb let that be added of the autl^r alore quotea, P. 15. 
* Prayer with the fiimily, no one who would have God to bless 
' his famifyj can think that he may neglect.* And I shall give 
no further exhortation here to famly prayer.* ? because I have 
done so much to that purpose since the first edition hereof, in 
another book written upon that particular argument. 

Beloved, I am more sensible of my own frailty, than to 
reckon upon a much longer continuance in the world, which 
we all shall find so short a thoroughfere to die place of our e- 
temal abode : atul while I live, I desire nothing more from 
you, tlian the consolation of observing your devotion, and 
striving together with me in your prayers for your own salva- 
tion. And when I am dead and gone, 1 would leave behind 
me, not only some token of my love to you, but also some as- 
sistance in that way of your duty wherein you are to follow 
those who are already entered into the heavenly glory. 

I am apt to think, that some who are convinced of this duly 
(to use daily prayers) and who also feel an inclination to it, and 
some disposedness for it in their hearts, may yet be under a 
discouragement for want of suitable helps in a readiness to dis- 
charge the work.— For such, alas^ is the dullness and indijQTe- 
rency of sinful men to that which is best for them, and w^hich 
most highly concerns them, that they are not apt to be solici- 
tous (so as diey use to shew themselves in theinworldly con- 
cerns) to seek out after the provisions and conveuiencics for the 
spiritual life, unless these fall directly in their way, and are set 
just before them. And therefore, this prayer-book 1 have had 

• The bell rung to prayers. 
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in my thoughts to provide, and put into the hands of some of 
the poorer, sort, and (without imposing upon any) I would also 
move such able friends as may favour 'the design, to lend a 
charitable hand in assisting to furnish more of those poor crea- 
tures, who, by the help of such a gift, might be put in a way 
to get the best and greatest of richer; but I shall not offer to 
disturb any that are in the possession of better means already ; 
no, let them go on with the use of them, and God's blessing 
be Upon them : and if but any tiling here should be found agree- 
able and useful to others, they are at liberty to collect and take 
'what they will, and pass over the rest. For (as the celebrated 
Dr. Hammond tells us) [Prat. Cat. hih. 3. Sect. 2. Ans. 5.] 
' The church being obeyed in the obfervation of the prescribed 
' Liturgy in public, it is not supposed by our church, but that 

* every one in private may ask his own w;ants in what form of 

* words he shall think fit : yet, that he may do it fitly and rever- 
' ently, it will not be^tmiss for him to acquaint himself with 

* the several addresses to God, which the Book of Psalms, and 

* other parts of Holy Writ, and other helps of devotion, will 
' afford him, either to use, as he finds tliem fit for the present 
' purpose, or by those patterns to dire6l an(J prepare himself to 

do the like. . 
Now, may this poor attempt of mine be an invitation to 
some of my pious learned, brethren in the ministry, to set out 
some better entertainment fqr 'their people j and I shall be a- 
bundantly satisfied and pleased to see the thing promoted, and 
still further improved; though ray whole performance should 
be vacate and excluded, to make room for others dGser\'ing> 
the precedence. In the mean time, may a blessing from above 
follow these small endeavours of mine, and make them pros- 
perous (in any measure) to help your devotion : and that you 
may in the use of any pmyers here set before you, find some 
advantage to your souls, and the daily promotion of your sane- 
tification, peace. and salvation, is the earnest desire and i)raver

BESIDES the addition of some Prayers here, more lliaii 
were in the first impression, which you will find marked 
with art asterisk in the Contents, these latter editions do give 
me the opportunity of making some corrections to ray own, 
and I hope also to otlr*:rs, better satisfaction ; yet have I held 
my hand from altering much, lest tlie book should now appear 
another thing than before, to the offence of any that have been 
purchasers of the other ; but the peruses, who are observant, 
may perceive here so many corrections and amendments as will 
give some advantage to such as think fit to make tiiemsclves 
owners of this, 

I should have enl^gcd the forms for families, in several 
parts, especially in tliose pertaining to th^ confessions of sin ; 
which (as an excellent Bishop of this -church, upon the sur- 
vey of this book, according to his wise and humble piety was 
pleased to give me his sense,) need more to be insisted upon 
than commo;ily.we find ; but that 1 feared such enlargements 
.of the prayers might hinder many families from using them at 
all: and though now I was solicited again to hasten another 
review, in order to the impression, more additions you might 
have seen throughout the book ; but that I should thus have 
made it too chargeable for some p(/ckets, andjoo bulky for any. 
The many emendations, txierefore, which intelligent pe- 
rusers may observe in this new edition, will not add either to 
the size or price ; but only make some things more smooth and 
eaiy to those of inferior capacity ; and the intermixture of so 
many words here than formerly, may not only better engage 
the attention, but quicken the sense of common readers. 

May it please God to give the perusers of these helps, se- 
rious minds and praying hearts ; the good intention, and fer- 
vent devotion, to make the fuel here prepared flame on the 
altar: and when thy soul. Reader, is so raiced heavenward, 
send up one kind petition for his saving mercy on the poor 
unworthy Author.

O gracious Father, regard not what we

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O thou that hast kept us alive to this day^ and 
last been still good and kind to us all our days^ 
renew thy mercy to us (we beseech thee) to- 
gether with this morning light : and as thou 
makest the outgoings of the morning and eien- 
ing to rejoice, so lift up the light of thy coun- 
tenance upon us, and make us glad with the 
tokens of thy love : and thou that art ever pre- 
sent with us, O make us ever well aware of 
thy presencCy that we may duly rememberthe 
in all our ways, wisely and piously demean our 
selves in all our affairs.

Thou knowest, O Lord, 
the dulness and hardness, the vanity and de- 
ceitfulness of our hearts ; how much ado we 
have to bring and keep them in an holy frame, 
fit to attend upon thy heavenly Majesty : for 
that we were born sinners, and so have lived 
^nd continued ; and by custom of sinning, and 
still adding sin unto sui, we have made ourselves 
inore the children of wrath than we were by 
nature ; transgressing thy holy, good and righ- 
teous laws ; abusing thy great and manifold 
niercies ; tempting thy patience, despising thy 
goodness, offending thee more, even for thy 
lung for'bearance with us, and making the very

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abundance, of thy grace our encouragement to 
continue in our sins : so that the least of all 
those mercies whidi we do enjoy, is far above 
any thing that we have reason to expect at the 
hands or that God whom we have so greatly 
provoked. And justly mightest thou, O Lord, 
withdraw thy tender mercies from us, and pour 
out thy wrath and indignation to the uttermost 
upon us ; making us to find and feel, by woeful 
experience, what an evil and bitter thing it is 
to trespass upon thee, as we have done. Thou 
mightest make us experience the same in the 
place of torment and outward darkness, where 
is weeping and wailing and knashing of teeth, 
and from whence there is no redemption.

Thou art not weary in 
doing us good ; O let us never be weary in 
doing thy service ! but as thou has pleasure in 
the prosperity of thy servants, so let us take 
pleasure in the service of our Lord, and abound 
In thy work, and in thy love and pleasure ever- 
niore. O till up all that is wanting, and re- 
form whatever is amiss in us, and perfect that 
^hich concerns us ; making us such in our 
hearts, and in our lives, towards thee our God, 
tiiat we may obtain tli-y blessed peace here, and 
thy heavenly glory hereafter. And be thou 
. pleased to grant us now, out of the riches of 
, thy grace, the comfortable sense of thy gra- 
;. cious acceptance of us, and thy merciful inten- 
. tions towards us. O, speak peace to our con- 
sciences, and say to our souls, — thou art our

And such as think they are rich, and in^ 
:reasedwith goods, and have need of nothing, 
md know not that they are wretched and mise- 
•able, and poor, and blind, and naked; O- 
Lord discover them to themselves, and shew 
liem the true estate of their souls j that they 
nay be sorrowfully concerned for their sins, 
md apprehend the peril they are in, and 
timely seek out for help, and flee from the 
wrath to come. 

Sucli as are ignorant and out of the way, and 
to do their souls good have no knowledge. 
Lord, have compassion on them ; and call them 
out of darkness, into thy marvellous light, that 
they may not perish for lack of knowledge. O 
let them be taught of God to know thee and 
themselves, and the things belonging to their 
peace, before they be hid from their eyes. O 
thou that commandest the light to shine out of 
darkness, be pleased to shine' into their hearts ; 
shew them thy ways, and lead them in thy 
truth, "that they may not be unv/ise, but un- 
derstand what the will of the Lord is.

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Such as Eire in pernicious errors, and damna- 
ble hcfcsiea., departed from the faith once deli- 
vered to the saints; having their minds corrupt- 
ed frmn the simplicity that is in Christ, perverl- 
ing the truth, as it is in Jesus ; and not only 
swerving from tiie pure doctrine of the gospel 
tliemselves, but also lying in wait to seduce and 
deceive others. O Father of Lights, take 
away the veil which is upon their hearts, that 
they- may see wherein they have crre.d, and 
come to receive the truth in the love of it, and 
earnestly contend tor the faith, which they once 
destroyed. 

The prosperous worldlings and secure siB- 
ners, settled upon their lees, that are at ease in 
their possessions, and admire and doteuponthe 
worldly good, as if it were the chief and only 
good ; applauding themselves in their portion 
that they have in this life, as if they had no 
need of God, nor to take care for any other 
heaven ; O dear Father, shew them how base 
is their thoice, so to go a-whoring from the 
Lord, and how rotten the foundation on which 
at present they stand.
